1 . This Office Action is in response to the Response to Informality received 
02/26/2003. Applicant is correct that the Notice of Informality Re Payment of Fee 
mailed 01/31/2003 was in error. 

2. Claims 1 and 16-28 remain pending and have been copied from claims 1-14 of 
U.S. Patent 5,41 1 ,046 to Wan for purposes of provoking an interference. Support for 
the copied claims can found in Application Serial No. 07/764,784 filed September 24, 
1 991 . Since U.S. Patent 5,41 1 ,046 is no longer in force and an expired patent cannot 
be involved in an interference, claims 1 and 16-28 are allowed. The arguments filed 
07/16/2001 with respect to U.S. Patent 5,038,812 have been found persuasive.
